MINORITY REPRESENTATION. 

The first trial of the system of minority repre- 
sentation, as applied to the election of Repre- 
sentatives in the General Assembly, took place 
at our recent State election. The results are 
before us. In round numbers, the strength of 
the majority and minority parties in the State 
was in the proportion of 250,000 to 200,000. Lhe 
whole number of Senators is 51, and of Repre- 
sentatives 153. Of the Senators who were 
chosen in the old style the Bepublicans have 
83 and the Liberals 18, when, had they been 
chosen under the system of giving the minority 
their proportionate number, the Republicans 
would have had 28 and the Liberals 23. 
In the election of Representatives, the Republi- 
cans carried 33 districts, and under the ordinary 
system would have elected 99 Representatives, 
leaving to the Liberals 18 Senetors and 54 Rep- 
| een. actual result is 85 Republi- 
can and 68 Representatives. The reanlt 
is precisely 2 fair representation of the fo par- 
ties, according to their proportionste yotes. The 
primary object of the Constitutional provision 
has been attained, with almost mathematical 
gocuracy. Another object of the provision was 
to give the yoters the opportunity of discrimi- 
nating against an objectionable candidate by 
doubling their votes for an oppesing candidate. 
The voters have availed themselves of this priv, 
ilege to a large extent, and the effect is 
seen in various districts. As a rule, 
the Senators have been chosen by the party 
polling the larger vote for President in the sev- 
eral districts, and, asa rule, the party electing 
the Senator hae also elected two of the three 
tions to this general result. 

In the Ninth Senatorial District, eomposed of 
Boone and Winnebago Counties, the Republi- 
cans elected all three Representatives, that being 
the enly district in the State where there was 
such a result, In the Third Senatorial District, 
the liberals elected their Senator by a small 
majority. The Republicans nominated only one 
candidate for representative; but the vote shows 
that, had they run two Representatives, and 
divided their vote equally between them, they 
could have elected both. 

In the Fifteenth District, the Liberals elect 
the Senator, while the Republicans elect two 
Representatives; and, in the Thirty-seveath and 
Forty-fifth Disteicts, the Republicans elect the 
Senators, while the Liberals elect two Represen- 
tetives in each district. In these districta the 
result on Senator was due to the personal popu- 
larity of the persons elected, who got more votes 
than their party. 

In the Twenty-sixth, Thirty-fifth, and Forty- 
second Districts, the Liberals slectod Senators, 
and the Republicans in each district elected two 
Representatives; while in the Forty-first, Forty- 
third, and Forty-fourth Districts, the Republi- 
cans elected the Senators, and the Liberals got 
the two members in each district, In these six 
distrietg the majority parties lost the second 
member, because of the zeal of the friends

THE CASE OF PERI. 

The Governor has commuted the punishment 
of Gregory Peri, now under sentence of death 
for murder, to imprisonment for life. This 
action is greatly to be deplored. The case of 
Peri was without an extenuating circumstance. 
On the day of the Great Fire, in the forenoon, he, 
without the slightest rational provocation, 
stabbed and killed two men. The act was cruel, 
malicious, and brutal. The men he murdered 
were peaceful, orderly, and respectable citizeris. 
He was indicted separately for each murder. 
The jury in the first case had no 
doubt as to his guilt, or to the ab- 
sence of all extenuating or pallisting 
circumstances. There was no difference of 
opinion as to the guilt of Peri or as to the char- 
acter of the crime. But, exercising the power 
given them by law, the jury fixed the penalty at 
imprisonment for life. He was subsequently 
tried for the second murder, and the jury was 
eanally unanimous in opinion as to his guilt 
and to the atrou.. character of the crime, and 
fixed the penalty of death by Hanging. The 
point was made by his counsel that, having been 
sentenced under the first conviction, the judg- 
ment in the second case could not be 
exeouted until after the expiration of the 
first. An appeal was taken to the Supreme 
Court, and that body, which gave new trials 
to Perteet and to Rafferty, decided that in Peri's 
case there was no legal detect in the proceed- 
ings, and that the sentence of death should be 
executed on the 6th of December. 

The Governor has now intervened, and com- 
muted this sentence to imprisonment for life. 
Under the circumstances, this commutation is 
equivalent to a pardon for the second murder, 
as the commatation adds nothing to the punish- 
ment imposed for the first murder. The action 
of the Governor is of incalculable injury to the 
cause of justice and of law. Its effect is to 
chepurage egal violence. There has 
been no perten convicted of murder 
in this district fof Many yeare who hes 
been permitted to be hanged. From one cause 
or another, the convicted mu es- 
caped. The first great wrong was the cofamute- 
tion of the sentence of Walsh, the wife-mur- 
derer. That was acase where the murder was 
without the slightest palliation. The Governor 
interposed. Murders have followed each other 
with fearful rapidity. Juries have in many 
cases exercised their power of clemency by send- 
ing the wretches to the Penitentiary for life. In 
the cases of Perteet, who murdered his wife, and 
Rafferty, who murdered an officer, justice has 
been defeated by legal defences founded upon 
technical errors in the proceedings. But, in 
the case of this man Peri, there 
was nothing that appealed to the 
most technical lawyer or sympathizing friend. 
He had basely murdered two inoffensive men in 
his own house without the least provocation, 
It ever there were a ease where the Executive 
should have declined to interfere, or should 
have suppressed his objections to capital pun- 
iahment, if he have any, thie case of Peri was 
the one. 

Justice, to comm@anud respect, must be im- 
partial, It may be asked, Why. should Pertest 
be hanged forthe murder of his wife, when 
Walsh, who committed the same crime, was 
not? Why should Rafferry, who, when drunk, 
killed one man, be hanged, when Peri, who 
murdered two men, is sent to the Peniten- 
tiary. With what equity can juries or 
Courts hereafter sentence men to be hanged 
when this man, convicted of a double murder of 
the most atrocious kind, is taken from the gal- 
lows, and given his life? The conviction of 
Rafferty, and his sentence, with the probable 
execution of Peteetand Peri, had for a time 
the effect of checking violence in this city. 
Ruffianiam thought that there was a serious 
purpose to punish murder. The fight is over; 
there is to be no more hanging in Chicago. 
After the release of Peri, Pereet and Rafferty 
cannot be hanged without treating them with a

HOW TO ANNEX CUBA. 

The New York Herald advocates a discriminat- 
‘ing duty of 100 per cent gud upwards, on our 
importations from Cuba, as a mesus of abolish- 
ing slavery in thet island, of so diminishing che 
revenue of Spain as te sender her willing to re- 
linquish it, and of securing ite trensfer to the 
United States. We think we bave heard dis- 
as a mode of starving the people of that prov- 
ince into seeking our fraternal enrbreces; but 
the operation, thus far, is as unsuccessful as 
that of the man who undertook to freeze his 
dog by holding him out of the window in a 
northeast storm. The eraid’s argument is 
doubtless inspired either by parties interested 
in high duties on sugar or in Cuban annexa- 
tion, It says:

Government some thirty millions of dollars and 
upwards annually, which the annexation of 
Cuba would oblige us to raise by other taxes. 
To inereage the duties from their present rates 
of from 1f to 4 or 5 cente a pound (which may 
be from 15 to 60 per cent on the invoice price) 
to duties equivalent to 100 per cent, or say from 
4to8cents per pound, would, as s revenue 
measure, affect ourselves more largely than the 
Cubans. It would double the cost of sugar to 
ourselves, und as u protective measure would 
stimulate the manufacture of the inferior and 
dearer sugar that can be made from beets, corn, 
sorghum, and Louisiana cane. It would lessen 
the consumption of sugar in America ; but 
whether the decrease in the importation would 
be sufficient to lessen the amount of 
our revenue under the increased duty, 
only the experiment itself would de- 
cide. The two-thirds of the Ouban product 
which is sold in the United States is nine-tenths 
of our supply, so that the effect upon our prices 
would be much more sharp and decisive than 
the effect on Cuban prices. While Cuba would 
atill have the rest of the world to sell to, we, in 
order to prevent Ouban sugar coming to us 
through other chatmels, would have to put the 
daties on all foreign sugars up to the same mark. 
Cuba would still supply the world, except France 
and the small part of Europe where the beet is 
made to supersede the imported article. Prob- 
ably, therefore, the selling price in Cuba would 
not decline at all, or only by a shade, while the 
purchasing price here would rise by scme- 
thing more than the duty. In short, 
in the increased cost of our sugar, 
| we would be taxing ourselves forty 
| to sixty millions. year, some portion of which, — 
how latgecould not now be predictsa,...won)d 
to the producers of beet, sorghum, —— 
and corn sugar here, as proſſta on those in- 
dustries. The measure would irritate and em- 
barrass Ouban sugar planters, and so would 
alienate their sympathies from us, but it could 
not possibly prevent them from continuing to 
raise sugar ata fair profit, though they would 
get far less than we would pay for it. Whatever 
would appear tothe Cubans like legislating to 
impoverish them would, of course, bind them 
more closely to the Spanish throne. The Cubans 
can now see thatif they were annexed to the 
United States they would send into this country, 
frao of duty, the sugar and molasses 
on whigh thirty millions of duty are now paid, 
and would share with American consumers the 
profit arising froma cessation of the tex, If 
this inducement cannot win them te an annex- 
ation policy, it is quite certain that they would 
not be won by a tariff expressly designed to 
operate as a hostile measure. Of course, what- 
ever binds the Cubans to Spain and cripples 
their indugtrigl progress, must, at the ssme 
time, prolong the power of slavery. 


We publish a letter elsewhere from a member 
of the Board of Trade, in reply to some strictures 
in our commercial columns on the action or non- 
action of the Board in cases of fraud like that ro- 
cently discovered in the Munn & Scott Elevators. 
The writer takes various exceptions to these 
strictures. He alleges, for instance, that, since 
the ature hag taken the control of ware- 
houses out of the hands of the Board of Trade, 
and lodged it in the hands of a Board of Com- 
missioners and other officers appointed by the 
Governor, it ia not fair to hold the Board respon- 
sible for the management of warebouses.

Board, they cannot be expsiied. But they should 
not have beey allowed to retire voluntarily. It 
was due tothe general character of the Board 
for honesty and fair-dealing that they should 
have been 
dies may be perpetrated hereafter, with perfect 
impunity from the public shame of an expulsion 
and its consequent results, by voluntary retire- 
ment, The writer again says: No formal com- 
plaint has been jodged against them upon which 
the Board can act.” This may also be true; but 


was it not the duty of the Board, or some indi-. 


vidual member of the Board, to lodge such a 
complaint, or, ®t least, ask for an investigation 
of charges which were matters of publis rumor, 
and which seriously «fected the character of 
the Board?

THE CRISIS IY FRANCE. 

There were rumors in Paris yesterday that M. 
Thiers had resigned, and that Marshal MacMa- 
hon was his successor. Whether this be true or 
not, there is unquestionably a crisis in the Gov- 
ernment of France, and M. Gambetta may claim 
the distinction of prime-moyer in it. This gen- 
tleman is an agitator, and prone to opposition, 
because it gives him # prominence that he might 
not otherwise attain. During his brief career 


he has been found on all sides of French poli- 


tice, and has vibrated between the partisanship 
of the Empire and the leadership of the Com- 
mune, always eloquent, but never steadfast nor 
statesmanlike. His speeches, delivered in 
ernmepts} crisis is to turn. They were of a 
character to alarm the Conservatives, and among 
the first acts of the new Assembly was the mo- 
tion ot M. Changarnier, a Monarchist acting with 
the Right, that M. Thiers should be censured for 
his failure to suppresg Gambetta’s ultra utter- 
ances, and even to rebuke him for his needless 
agitation of the people. P Thiers, avuil- 
ing himself of his privilege of addressing the 
Assembly, defended himself from the aspersions 
of M. Changarnier, and demanded a vote of con- 
fidence. The result was got flattering to 
the President. The vote was postponed for » 
time by dilatory resolutions, and, when it was 
taken, at least one-third of the Deputies refused 
to vote at all, while one-third of those who did 
that, if au the members had voted, President 
dissatinfed with this result, The telegraph tells 
thet he bas passed sleepless nights, and 
asked for another vote. The action of the cau- 
ouses shows that the President is pot in rapport
